The Albany Handicap, a dash of three-quarters of a mile, for two-year-olds, is the 
stake race of today at Saratoga. It is one of the series of stake races founded or revived 
when Wm. C. Whitney and his associates acquired possession of the Saratoga track nearly 
twenty years ago. Not comparable in respect to value with the chief Saratoga closed races 
for two-year-olds, it is still well w'orth winning, and has in its course been won by some no- 
tably good two-year-olds. High Noon and Sun Briar furnishing recent instances. Its running 
last year brought the first interruption to the victorious career of the fleet-footed Billy Kelly 
at Saratoga, when Star Hampton, carrying 115 pounds to his 133, unexpectedly beat him by 
a length in 1 : 12 %. The condensed history of the race is:

Havre de Grace Pattern to Be 
followed Over Two Minor 
Canadian Courses.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Angii.t 5.— There 
Iti every reason to beiieve that the Thoronghbre*! 
Horsemen’s Ass4M-i»tion will dictate the control 
of three tracks in the near future. Already tlie 
organiaat inn’s <-hoKeii iM‘ople tMiId the majority of 
stock ill the Havre de Grace, Maryland, course, and 
within the next few hours it may take up options 
oil Devonshire Park, opposite Detroit, and Dorval, 
in tlie Montreal district, two Canadian institutions. 
The deal for tlie Devonsliire track is reported to 
have been completed, and tbe first payment of 
935,000 made. Devonshire Park is built on leased 
property, with many years to run, while Dorval 
is owned by the people who buUt and organized 
it. Both are good race tracks. Devonshire’s estab- 
lisliment is shabby and cheap. It was reareil 
in a hurry by tlie troublesome Grant Hugh Browne 
purely on tbe get -rich -quick plan and for tbe pnr- 
IKise of getting into the rich Detroit zone of racing 
when the caring in H in t - nmw was at- Hs hlgk point 
before the war. It was first opened September 30, 
1916. 

DORVAL ESTABLISHMENT A GOOD ONE. 

The Dorval establishment is much tbe better of 
tiie two. It is up-to-date in many ways, and its 
past racing and reputation has been good. Francis 
Nelson presided, Joseph A. Murphy was steward 
there and A. B. Dade and Jim Milton did the start- 
ing ami Joe McLennan was the secretary at its 
meetings. The Dorval track really began with a 
five days’ experimental meeting in the fail of 1913, 
but its real beginning was on June 8, 1914, and it 
rail on with two meetings yearly under the Miller 
law until the Canadian government stopped racing 
ill 1917. June 13, 1914, Dorval made its bid for 
racing prominence with its $20,000 International 
I>erby, which David Craig won. Dorval’s reputation 
as a racing organization and its establishment is far 
and away better than Devonshire's. 

The amounts to be paid for the two institutions 
is not yet public property, tlioiigli there is every 
assiiraii<*e gathered fnuii authoritative sources that 
they will eventually be tiirueil over to folks chosen 
by the organization and in accoid with its plaus in 
tlie race track line. 

According to reports tliere will be a revolution 
in the conduct of ra«*e courses by the new 
litdders — if the sales are made — which will be of 
great iiiiiMrtaiice to owners, breeders and the 
]iiildic. 

MORE PROFIT SCHEME FOR BREEDERS. 

A tentative program intimates that sto<‘kholders 
wUl be limited in dividends and that every breeder 
will jHissildy sliare in tlie wiiiniiigs of ail lu>rs<‘s 
breil by the individual h.v taking a percentage of 
the purse or stake. Tills system is already moder- 
ately ill vogue over some of the larger stakJs, but 
the rule is to lie made general. Many otlier rules 
lire to be inaugurated wliicli will dignify and ix-r- 
lietimte the turf and free it from the attacks of 
IKililicN and the xirofessUaiul reform element. 

It is said here tliat while coiitrolliug interest in 
the tracks umli*r disciissiuii will be held by tlie 
Horsemen’s AssiH-iatioii, tlie stock will be dis- 
trilmteii as has been done by the orgauization in 
Kentucky. Marylanders, fur instance, will lie 
tiffered stoi'k in Havre de Grace, and it is said tliat 
the stock ill Devonshire and IKirral will be at the 
dIs|M>sa| of the Canadians, the Hors«>meu’s Assoi'ia- 
liou only acting us the foiindatioii for the enter 
prises, mid holding no stock in any of them as an 
i.rganizatiun. tlioiigh its meiiilM>rs are eligible as 
sitiM-kholders if tjiey, as iudividiials, elect to so 
Jw-eoine.

YEARLING SALES ATTRACTING MANY 

Big Frieoa Predictod for tka Choioo Offoringz— 
Erickson May Ride for H. P. Whitney.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y„ August 5.— Tlie 
yearlings sales which begin tonight have been the 
magnet to draw many of tlie old-time owners, as 
well as the present generation, to Saratoga. David 
Gideon came on from New York last night to be 
present and will remain for a day or two after he 
has looked over tlie young stock on the market. Mr. 
Gideon breeds bis own racing material and rarely 
buys, bein$ satisfied to be represented in a modest 
way, though his name will go down in American 
turf history as owner of winners of many of the 
ricliest stakes ever decided. Three Futurities are 
reconled to his credit with His Highness, Tlie But- 
terflies and Requital. The Butterflies was the first 
filly to win this historic event. “It is one of the 
pleasures of my existence to look over a band of 
yearlings.’’ said Mr. Gideon, “and that is what 
has brought me to Saratoga. Only those who have 
bred thoroughbreds realize tlie pleasure there is in 
watching them grow up to a racing point, and the 
furtlier delight of watching them strive to win 
great stakes. As Shakespeare reminds us in Ham- 
let’s soliloiiny. ‘ ’Tis a consummation deVoutely to 
he wished.” ’. 

Speaking of the sales in the near future Mr. 
Gideon only vofeed tlie opinion of many otliers who 
know of such things that some of the choicest will 
bring exceptional prices, owing to the scarcity of 
guiHl horses and the extraordinary purses which an* 
now lieiiig offered by tlie racing associations. 

LUCK WITH WHITNEY FILLIES. 

Alliert Simons lias had exceptional luck with the 
Wlilliiey fillies this year. “I think I have won 
ten or eleven straight races,” said he after Truly 
Rural had won yesterday. “I know few liave got- 
ten away that I went after, and it looks ns if 
tliere .are more to come. Truly Rural’s victory 
was somewhat of a surprise to me, but I know slie 
is a good filly and will win races; in fact, she 
may even be better tliaii I have thought her. Pan- 
oply, ('obwebs and Truly Rural are a pretty fair 
trio to lie in the same shed.” 

R. H. Mc;Carter Potter Is a visitor for a few 
days, and like Mr. Gideon steps up to the Spa to 
liMik over the yearlings. Mr. potter breeds a few 
of his own and Rices them for the enjoyment he 
derives as well as the outdoor exercise and the 
congenial racing associations. 

Tliere is a possibility that jockey Erickson will 
s<Min be attached to the Whitney stable. There 
has been some talk of a deal between Gene Lutz, 
Erickson’s coutnict employer, and James Rowe. 
Frank Robinson recommended Erickson before he 
died as a coming rider and a good exercise boy. 
He wiia given his first mount on Truiy Rural and 
lirought the filly home. Mr. Lutz believes further 
negotiations will be forthcoming, 

John Sanford to<lay served a luncheon prepared 
fur nearly three hundred guests invited to inspect 
his collection of yearlings, to be sold on Thursday. 
It is needless to say nearly every prospective pur- 
chaser was present. 

It is probable Sunny Slope, one of the few good 
handicap horses belonging to The Beach .Stable, 
will be seen in a race in the near future. The 
horse is rapidly recovering from his hoof ailment. 

Cudgel will be out again about the middle of this 
meeting. He was sent fast this morning for a 
ijuarter of a mile, which he tarned in 22% aeconds. 



PIMLICO GRANTED FALL RACING DATES 

Meetinc Will Be Held from November 1 to 1^— 
Bowie November 14 to IN. 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 5.— At a 
meeting of the stewards of the 'Jockey Club, held 
at the clubhouse of the Saratoga Association, there 
were present H. K. Knapp, T. R. Hitchcock. Andrew 
Miller and R. T. Wilson. 

The assistant secretary was introduced to call 
the attention of associations racing under the juris- 
diction of the Jockey Club to the resolution of last 
August, recommending ail associations be requested 
to give one flat race every other day of not less 
than a mile and a quarter. 

The approval of the stewards of the Jockey Club 
was granted the Maryland Jockey Club to conduct 
a race meeting at Pimlico,* Maryland, from No- 
vember 1 to November 13, and the Southern Mary- 
land Agricultural Association, Bowie, Maryland, 
from November 14 to 29, and their officials were 
approved. 

The jockey lic<‘nse of J. Don was revoked. The 
jockey license of R. Hoffman was suspended. 

The application of J. P. McAdams and Thomas 
Hodge for trainers’ licenses were denied. 



CANADA AND ITS FUTURE RACING 



One of the best judges in Canada, a man of 
influeiiM* and authority, writes the editor of 
Daily Racing Form about Canadian racing as fol- 
lows: 

“.\11 earl.v forecasts of tlie revival of Canadian 
racing this season were nullified by the long delay 
ill p<>ace-making and also by the rather tame spirit 
of the Canadian Kaciiig Associations. I'lider the 
present conditions of unrest and resiMitment against 
the government by all classes of tlie community 
It is sure that more would be gained by figliting 
tlian by laying down. However, the Cauadiaii 
Racing Assm-iatiuns have decided to fight. Before 
next sea.son some mmlifieutioiis will he made in the 
Miller law, so tliat su|>erfluous institutions will be 
alMiIished and the profits of those remaining will 
lie greatly limited.”

The GTHslwood Cup featured tlie closing of the 
famous Goodwood meeting last Saturday and was 
won b.v A. W. Cox’s queen’s 8<|uure, ridden by 
Steve Donogluie, by two lengths aliead of W. Mon- 
tague’s White Heat, witli Huime in tlie .saddle. L. 
de Rotlisehild’s Splutter, Flanagan iip^ was third, 
three-quarters of a length ladiiud. Five horses went 
to the |¥)st. The betting was: Queen’s Si|uare, 

7 to 4; White Heat, 100 to .30, and Splutter, 20 to 1. 
Tlie winner, wliicIi was trained by Taylor, was the 
favorite and led tliroiigliout the race. Queen’s 
Square is a four-year-old bay filly by Chaucer — 
Chere Reine.

AMERICAN MILE RECORD TIED

Fairy Wand Wins the Delaware 
Handicap at a Mile in 1 :36 1-5. 

Sun Briar Barely Beaten in the 
Bace He Won Last Tear — 
Big Field in First Race.

SARATOGA SPRINGS. X. Y., August ."..—The 
Delaware Handicap, having a guaranteeil value of 
$3,500 and a net value to the winner of $2,675. 
was the outstanding feature of ttslay’s racing 
offering and it was proiiiictive of one of the best 
contests seen here, -with victory going to Fairy 
W’and by the narrowest of margins over the 
Kilmer pair. Sun Briar and Exterminator, with 
a crack band bringing np the rear. The (^ffo^d 
Cochran filly showed a tremendous flight of spe^ 
and held sway practically from the start, Kiimmer, 
her rider, contributing largely to her success by 
the sidendid riding he gave her when Sun Briar 
made his challenge. Snn ttriar, with his impost 
of 128 pounds, was kept restrained by “Bill” 
Knapp for the first three-quarters, and when 
called on after rounding tbe stretch turn seemed 
fully able to pass the flying leader, but bis stride 
.slachened'i»— tka- last alxteentb. and' just when 
he was expected to take the lead ke tired a trifle 
and the filly led him to the finish. Exterminator 
was pressing the pair closely near the finish and 
was going fastest. Hollister also came with a rush 
in tbe stretch and might have been the winner 
under a stronger ride and at a longer distance. The 
Porter, with an impost of 125 pounds, was outnin 
from the start, having likewise been away poorly. 
There was some comment br the Kentuckians tliat 
this horse should be conceding weight to Extermi- 
nator, whereas in Kentucky Exterminator was 
constantly giving him a concession. 

BETTEK BACE THAN LAST YEAB. 

The time of the race, 1:36%, equals the American 
mile record, and was first made here in tlie same 
race by Sun Briar last year. Sun Briar’s effort 
this afternoon was vastly better than his race 
last year, when he ran in 1:36%, for on tliat 
occasion he had np only 113 pounds, and toilay he 
had fifteen pounds more. Tlie Kilmer pair were 
the outstanding favorites, but Fairy Wand, Hol- 
lister, The Porter and Hannibal were not lacking 
in supporters. 

Overcast skies threatened a downpour and proin- 
isc<l to mar the sport, but excepting for intermit- 
tent light showers the rain Iield off throughout 
the afternoon. What little moisture fell was bene- 
ficial to the course, for it made tbe track ligiitniiig 
fast. 

Aside from the Delaware Handicap, which really 
brought together a star band of cracks, the re- 
mainder of the card was not one to enthuse over, for 
goo<l class liorses were conspicuous by their ali- 
sence. Despite the lack of features there was no 
falling off in atteiidunee. On the contrary,, the 
regulars were augmented by mauy first-time visi- 
tors to these parts. 

For the first time during the meeting favorites 
fared fairly well, and the extensive siipiiurt ac- 
corded to all the winners entailed a healthy loss 
for tile price quoters, 

KECORD ENTRY FOR INITIAL RACE. 

Tlie record number of thirty were carded in 
the initial dasii. Its coiiditioiis were such as to 
secure the attention of every owner with an ordi- 
nary racer. It had French claiming attachments, 
that is. a canted starter «•ould be claimed befiH-e 
the race, but his transfer then to another establish - 
im‘iit automatically barred him from starting in tlie 
rat“e. Tlie rule also provides the claiming of a 
liorse after tlie nic-e. Two horses. Bandymo and 
Teildy Rousseau, were claimed la*fore the race re- 
sin?ctively by Sam Louis and C. Bois^m. The 
claiming price in each instance was $1,265. St. 
Quentin, under an alert ride by Ensor, was the 
luckiest at the start and the early speed he had 
kept liim out of trouble all the way ami he won 
witli ease from Tlios. F. McMahon, with Alvord 
in tliird place. John Jr. was the one most favored 
among the big band, but C. Howard and that 
iMirse formed a bad betting combination. 

('apt. Ral Parr added another purse to bis credit 
when ids Smart (Juy, ridden by C. Robinson, took 
a baud of two-year-olds into camp and won with 
i-onsiimmute ease from Beck and Call and Cormoran. 
Smart Guy had to overcome some early difficulties 
but succeeded in saving much ground on the turns 
aud lie drew out steadily in the stretch to win as 
his rider pleased. 

The Harry Payne Whitney-owned Afternoon, in 
Albert Simons' division, made a splendid showing 
in the dash tliat brouglit fourteen fillies to the 
post at five-eighths. She was one of the rear 
guard to leave the barrier, but mowed down the 
leadi'rs and, gaining steadily, succeeded in passing 
into the lead an eighth from the finish and held

SARATOG.A SPRINGS, N. *Y., August ,"i.— “It is 
certainly a pleasure to witness the preparation of 
the tlioroughbreds in this lM*aiitifuI paddock,” re- 
marked a visitor wlien he joined a group and 
watclied Henry McDaniel saddle the grt-at racer Sun 
Briar for tlie Delaware Handicap. “This is, I be- 
lieve, tlie fimst inclosure of its kind in the 
world; at least, it is by far the most spacious and 
inviting of any of the paddocks in this country, 
and to my idea it is one of the strongest attrac- 
tions of the meeting.” 

During tliese lovely afternoons large gatherings 
stroll out from the clubhouse and grandstand to 
hmk over their favorite ra«-ers b<‘ing prepare*! for 
the e<|uine battles taking place liere. Each trainer 
has his favorite spot, and those who wish to look 
over a starter from any partieiilar stable know 
just wliere to go. The gniiinds are kept scnipii- 
loiisly clean, ami the lawns are like soft, velvety 
cariM-ts. Beautiful flower lieds are scattere*! over 
the grounds, ami the tail, stately trees lend shade 
and cast soft sliaduws on the costumes of tlie b«‘au- 
tifiilly gowued women. It is a pity that the pad- 
do<-ks on every course in the country are not pat- 
terned after tliiit at Saratoga. The Saratoga As.so- 
cintion does things on no small scale, and it proh- 
alily costs tlic club as much to keep up its paddock 
as does some associations for the upkeep of tlieir 
entire plant. 

Hart S. Newman, who disposed of his horses and 
retired from racing a few years ago, has written 
to friends here tliat he <-ontcmplates re-entering the 
s|Hirt. probably next spring, when he will ship a 
iNiiid of two-year-oids to Canada. Mr. Newman will 
be remembered as the breeder and owner of tliat 
great mare I*aii Zareta, as honest a racer as ever 
stood on iron. An eastern syndicate is negotiating 
for the purchase of his 100,000-acre ranch at Still- 
water, Texas, together with the 22,000 head of cat- 
tle on the place. Oil lias been discovered in tliat 
section of tlie country, hence the desire of the 
eastern capitalists to purchase the place. When 
Newman re-enters racing Doc Foucon, who rode and 
trained for Mr. Newman for -some time, will prob- 
ably join forces with him. Foucon is here with 
Mose Guldblatt. 

DISTINGinSHED VISITORS ARRIVE. 

Among the prominent arrivals were Wm. G. Mc- 
.\doo, former sej*retary of the treasury; Bernard 
Baruch and Rear Admiral Cary T. Grayson. All 
are admirers of the thoroughbred and are here to 
participate in tlieir favorite pastime.

MONSTROUS SWORDFISH GETS AWAY 

After Nearly Twelve Hours of Fierce Battling 
Novelist Grey Loses His Broadbill. 



AVAIJtN, Cal., August 5.— A broaiibill sword- 
fish, estimated to weigh Iwtweeii 700 and SOO 
IMiuiids, thouglit to have Iseii twenty feet in length, 
was Insiked by Zaiie Gny shortly after midday last 
Wednesday, ami the battle lasted for eleven and a 
half hours. Just Is fore iiiiduight the drag of the 
reel went out of coiiiiuission under the strain and 
the line parted. 

Tliri'e men the next day were still feeling the 
effect oil their miisiles of the strain they had iiiider- 
goiie fighting the monster broadbill. They are 

R. C. Gr»‘y, brother of Zane, and Ciipt. O. I. Donald- 
son, from whose lauiieli the fish was hooked. 

It is the anihition of every angler for big 
game fish to sur|iass, if possible, the rei-ord broad- 
bill swordfish taken during the season of 1917 
b.v W. C. Roselien of New York, a fish that weighed 
4G;) iMiiiiids. The only man who ever came close 
previously to the taking of this record fish was 
Hugo It. Johnstone of I’lisadena, Cal., who in the 
season of 191G took a broaiibill swordfish of 3G2 
isiumis with roil, nsd and line. The fish was sei’eii 
poiiiiils heavier than the record fish of W. C. 
Boscheii’s taken in 1913. Boschen himself lias 
hooked fish larger than this 1913 aqd 1917 record 
fish, has foiiglit them for many hours, but finally 
these larger fish eseaiied. 

As the Doimldsoii’s laiineli was outward bound a 
huge dorsal fin of a broadhill swordfish was s«-en 
stii-kiiig two feet out of the water. 'Tlie swordfish 
then indulged in iicrolmtic stunts and jt was at this 
time that the monster took hold of the flying fish 
halt. 

When the fish felt the hook it jumped clear out 
of its native element and R. C. Grey with his cam- 
era managed to Like pictures of nine of the fourteen 
leaps iimile by the fish. 

Zane tlrey fought the fish for hours, the strug- 
gle la’iiig intense and he finally was compi'lled to 
turn the rial over to R. C. tJre.v. R. C. Grey 
fought the fish for several hours and then he 
passed the rod over to Caiit. Donaldson, and after 
that all three men tisik turns in playing the fish. 

All hoiM- was given up of creating a new record 
for tiie Tuna Club the moment that Zane Grey 
liasseil the line and rial over to his brother, for 
to let another hamlie a fish disqualifies au angler 
for prizes iu the Tuna Club. 

Wliat Zane Grey desired, when he found he could 
not take the fish alone, was to get it in .somehow 
whether the honor went to his brother or the cap- 
t.-iin. 

Night eaine on and the fish was still going strong, 
iinweaiied, seeuiiiigly. Ii.v its hours of struggle 
against lieiiig "piiiiiii.‘d” towaril the bi'at. When 
tlie wateli imiiealed tlie uiidnight lioiir, iieitlier side 
having made :iny great gain, yudilen parting of 
the line ended all hope of breaking the broadbill 
swordfish rccofil.

AUSTRALIAN BUSH SPORT 

Many Strange Creatures and Birds 
Live in Antipodean Woods. 

MillioHa of Aniatte Baffalo aad Kaa> 
Karoo Offer Sport of Hlffheat 
Clans. 



Australia is a regular sportsman’s paradise and 
many queer creatures are captured. 

Tlie iguana is a sort of land alligator, frequently 
measuring sis feet from tip to tip. While its at- 
tractiveness as an edible is limited to the Aus- 
tralian aborigine, its attractiveness as a trophy 
appeals to all visiting hunters, for the skin when 
tanned makes a good souvenir. The iguana is usu- 
ally found along the edge of the bush (forest) and 
can be chased at a fair speed by a mounted hunter. 
This is purely for amusement, because they are easy 
to shoot when once sighted, but the great liaard 
in a hurry is a ludicrous object as it whacks along 
the ground with its stubby legs wiggling frantically 
even while the animal is in the air, for the iguana 
makes haste in a series of long Jumps. 

In Tasmania the green parrots offer a novel 
sport for shotgun enthusiasts and parrot pie is 
a genuine treat. 

Up in Queensland are the wingless birds — the kiwi, 
the emu and the cassowary. » Mounted specimens of 
these birds are an interesting addition to any col- 
lection. 

For the camp table an abundance of rabbits is 
assured if no other meat is available, for there are 
millions and millions of these animals, but shooting 
them is tame sport, so they attract attention only 
for their utility. 

In West Australia and the northern territory are 
thousands of wild ducks and the Au^inilian method 
of hunting these assures big bags. The buslf ponds 
are surrounded by the gunners and then the flock 
put up, if it hasn’t taken flight already, and the 
birds are turned by the gunners, who fire into them 
as they approach. One party got forty-eight in two 
hours with only four guns going.

In the west, too, are enough deer to make hunting 
them worth while, and also there are the brumby, 
or wild horses, which offer good sport. Millions of 
Asiatic buffalo roam the northern territories and 
their bulk and bravery often call out all the reserve 
skill and couritge of the hunter. 

West Australia offers to lovers of the chase the 
wildest and most thrilling sport possible with horse 
and hound. Instead of chasing foxes the Australians 
chase the speedy kangaroo, and the novice is fortu- 
nate indeed to be in at the kill, for the fleet Aus- 
tralian horses are ridden full speed through the 
bush, which is as difficult to negotiate as any dense 
wood in America. Perhaps more so, for hidden in 
the undergrowth are ant hills, hard as concrete and 
anywhere from a foot to eight feet high. 

The Australian horse when trained to bush work 
becomea as quick and nimble as a cat, without losing 
any of its speed. The most the rider has to do is 
sit tight and ride hard, for the thoroughbred horses 
run close to the bound and clear of all obstructions. 
Of course, they are liable to run under an overhang- 
ing limb unless the rider is quick enough to see the 
danger, and sometimes they clear trees enough to let 
themselves past but give their rider’s leg a hard 
bump. Swinging well out* in the saddle will usually 
prevent such painful contacts. 

Chasing kangaroo is an eminently fair sport. Only 
one dog is used and these are especially bred for 
the work — usually a cross between the fleet grey- 
hound and the courageous Airedale. No weapons are 
used — the dog does it all after the game is sighted. 

The bard runs after kangaroo will average from 
a half mile to a mile, which is quite far enough, be- 
cause of the exiiausting nature of such a chase, but 
sometimes a big “boomer” or giant kangaroo will 
run for several miles. Usually, however, these pe- 
culiar animals back up against the first available 
large tree and offer fight if the run has given them 
the advantage of enough distance to make such 
stopping place.

The battle between dog and boomer is vicious. 
When tripoded upon hind legs and tail, the kangaroo 
will stand from four to nine feet high and the reach 
of his wicked liind legs is about equal to his height. 
The kangaroo’s greatest weapon is the hornlike nail 
on the middle of his three toes. He is powerful 
enough to drive this nail through solid soleleather 
leggings or rip them from top to bottom. Naturally 
it behooves dog, men and horses to keep at a safe 
distance. There have been many untinvely funerals 
because the hunters got close enough for the kanga- 
roo to reach out with its strong forelegs and hug the 
unfortunate exactly as a bear holds its victim. The 
kangaroo, however, works faster, for reaching up 
nearly to his own chin with the powerful hind leg* 
he makes a quick slash add the resulting damage 
is frequently fatal. 

Kangaroo hindquarters are as delicious as plump, 
young rabbit and taste much the same, and kanga- 
roo tail soup is one of the great delicacies of the 
Australian bush. 

The weirdness of Australian wilds and the queer- 
iiess of Australian game are a closed book 'to most 
American siwrtsmen, but one expedition makes an 
enthusiast of every hunter fortunate enough to visit 
the “back blocks” of the soutliern commonwealth.
